Therefore we beſeech thee, moſt merci- 
ful F ather, to turn thy loving countenance to- 
wards us, and impute not unto us our manifold 
ſins and offences, whereby we juſtly deſerve thy 
wrath and ſharp puniſhment, but rather receive 
us to thy mercy, for Jeſus Chriſt's fake, accept- 
ing his Death and Paſſion as a juſt recompence 
for all our offences, in whom thou art well 
pleaſed, and through whom thou canſt not be 
offended with us.
